Vessel Collided Witli Iceberg—Sixty- 
Seveu Known to Have Been Lost— 
Tnrilltng Stories of Survivors 


Port Townsend, Wash., Aug. 20.—The 


steamer Queen has just arrived from 
the north, bringing news of one of the 
most appalling marine disasters on the 
Pacific coast. 


The steamer Islander, 
sailing from 


Skagway, Aug. 14, when ncaring the 
southwest end of Bouglass island, at - 
a. m., Aug. 15, and running at full 
speed, struck: a. floating iceberg, and in 
less than"20 minutes went to the bot- 
tom of the deep.channel, carrying men, 
women and children to watery graves. 


Tlie Islander had 10S passengers, and 


nil were in bed when the vessel struck. 
The shock was so severe that many 
were thrown out of their berths, and 
the 
wildest 
excitement prevailed. 


Word was soon passed that the vessel 
was doomed, nnd a general scramble 
for the lifeboats ensued, many jumping 
overboard, and attempting to swim to 
the shore, the distance being short. In 
the scramble to get into the boats many 
were hurled headlong into the chilly 
water, which seemed alive with hu- 
man beings. Before all tbe passengers 
had left the vessel, she gave a lunge 
end went dowi«, bow first. 


It is known that 6T lives were lost. 


It will be some time before their names 
can be definitely learned, as the purser 
lost his passenger list. 


The death of Captain Poote was very 


pathetic. 
lie remained on the bridge 


until the steamer 
was 
foundering. 


When the vessel commenced to sink, 
nnd it was seen that no expedient could 
avail, the captain jumped into the life 
raft, which was already taxed. 
Real- 


izing that his weight would work havoc 
there, he exclaimed: 
"I see there are 


too many here, so good-bye, boys,1' and 
he swam away. He was shortly after- 
ward seen to sink. 


Chief Kngineer Brownlee had a mir- 


aculous escape 
He was asleep and 


was awakened by Third Engineer Al- 
ien ringing his bell. 
He ran to the 


engine room. There two firemen died 
like heroes soon after he arrived. 
They 


were ordered to close the "top wheel'" 
nnd shut oft* the water which was rush- 
Ing from the forward part of the vessel. 
They tried to do so but were drowned. 
Brownloe went down with the steamer, 
and was standing ou the upper dock 
holding the top rail when, the steamer 
slid down by tbe head. 
He rose from 


the whirlpool and grasped some wreck- 
age, and v\as saved. 


A 
number of passengers of 
the 


wrecked steamer tell of their thrilling 
experiences during tbe disaster. D. if. 
Khmmur of Portland, who was bringing 
out a satchel containing §l-i,0')0 in gold, 
rushed up to the upper deck when the 
boat was settling by the bead. 
Soon 


there was a rush for the boats, and 
when he was boarding the lifeboat he 
wns afraid to throw his satchel of gold 
clown from the deck into the boat for 
fear the weight of the golcj would stave 
a hole through the lifeboat, and thus 
cause the loss of the lives of those iu the 
boat, as well as losing bis own chances 
of safety. 
He concluded to abandon, 


his gold, and, dropping the satchel on 
the deck, he slid down into the water 
and was hauled t*Sije boat, thankful to 
save his life. 


One man, who had just come out f roni 


the Klondike, is reported to have taken 
his portmanteau from 
the care of

The systematic examination of mora

Some 
authorities on criminoiosy assert that 
criminals lire very apt to possess a pecul- 
iar kind of ear, which is recognizable by 
an expert in such matters.

other. 


Adams, who 
lives 
in Gloucester, 


M.'is-r,., says that while he was at'the 
M heel, with the Viscaya in full view 
pointing a c°ursc which evidenced her 
commander's intention of ramming the 
Eiooklyn amidships, an order 
came 


tlnough the quartermaster from Lieu- 
tciunt Commander Hodgson, the nav- 
igating officer of the Brooklyn, to put 
the- wheel "hard down," which would 
throw the Brooklyn directly 
toward 


the Viscaya. 


Adams says that he understood the 


commander perfectly, but involuntar- 
ily reversed the order and threw the 
Wheel "hard up," causing tho Brook- 
lyn to swerve to starboaj-d and swing-- 
ing her away from the Spanish ship.

THE SHOOTING OF BRISTOL 


Former Williams Roommate Tells of 


His Somnambulism 


There was much interest here and 


in WHUamstown in the shooting of 
Sidney Gray Bristol, a recent WilHams 
graduate, by ftis friend, MQrtbn S. 
Cressy. 
Cressy claimed that in the 


night when they wore sleeping in the 
same room Bristol seized Mm as he lay 
in bed . Thinking it was a burglar, 
Cressy drew his revolver from under 
his pillow and firect. The claim has 
been made that Bristol was a somnam- 
bulist, and now his room mate while 
in "Williams, Chauncey M. Crawford, 
comes out with a positive statement, 
confirming this. He tells of one inci- 
dent which so closely resembles the 
circumstances of the fata! shooting 
that it is of importance. He says: 


"One niglit Bristol awoke me 
by 


suddenly rising in hig' bed. He gave 
a quick glance 
around, 
and 
thc-n 


sprang toward my bed, falling directly 
upon me. I put up my bands 
and 


caught him as he fell, and heard him 
saying, "Stop them! Stop them!" 
I 


quieted him and got him back to bed. 
In the morning I told him what he 
bad done. At first he could remem- 
ber nothing about it, but finally re- 
membered that he had dreamed. He 
bad dreamed, he said, of having a 
large amount of money, all in bank 
notes. These \fere being blown out of 
the window, and he was trying to stop 
them. 
The window toward the elec- 


tric light was just over my bed." 


Mr. Crawford adds: 
"Knowing the facts stated above, I 


can easily credit Mr. Cressy's story 
ag being as near the truth as one sud- 
'denly awakened and 
alarmed could 


be expected to remember. 
However, 


I would like to advance an explanation 
which to me seems most probab'-e. jt 
is this: That Mr. Bristol had been up 
making his usu?l visit to the toilet 
room, and was returning to bed. In 
doing go he aroused and alarmed Mr. 
Crcg?y, who seized the revolver. Thir.k 
ing to save himself, Mr. Bristol caught 
the wrist and tried to take the gun 
from his friend. This only increased 
Mr. Cressy's alarm and led to 
the 


fatal struggle which folowed. This so- 
lution seems reasonable, and 
is 
so 


nearly in accord -with Mr. 
Cressy's

A SPARROW HAWK'S SPEED. 


Vk0 Bi*d of Prey !>•«• Hot Llk« •

The sparrow bawk does not more than 


any other like a long "stern chase," but 
prefers to attack with the advantage of 
B surprise when darting from a tree or 
around the corner of a \roo4 or when 
swooping with splendid speed from a 
poiso several hundred yards above the 
ground. 


We, seeing a finch or a starling taken 


in a moment, often do not weigh the fact 
that the victim was hardly on the wing and 
probably rising when the bird of prey 
came !tke a whirlwind and overwhelmed 
it. Even if the hawk discovers 'its prey 
when traversing the country at a lower 
elevation It has still the power of a fair 
momentum to take full advantage of the 
chance of a swooping rush at tho prey, 
which is probably on tbe ground, 


Of course, when a rook is watched 


chasing a sparrow hawk across the sky 
there is nothing to show that the latter 
is sei-iously trying to fly at speed. On 
the contrary, it generally seems in such 
a case that the hawk is relying mainly on 
its soaring powers to avoid the attack. 
And it is remarkable, indeed, with how 
little apparent effort the hawk will soar 
np and up from the rook, which all the 
while is obviously exerting itself fran- 
tically. On the other hand, it is gpnera!- 
ly to be seen that when the birds are 
flying at a level the rook has no difficulty 
In overtaking tho hawk, who after a tarn 
or two begins to go up, as already stated. 
The kestrel seems more often to evade its 
enemies by a turn of speed, though it 
also takes to the soar readily. Last au- 
tumn I saw a fine female kestrel harried 
by two peewits, which swooped at it al- 
ternately, very prettily and with surpris- 
ing persistence. At last the hawk, seem- 
ingly tired of "putting out," as a falconer 
would say, of *hese active birds, went 
straight ahead apparently as hard as it 
could, and then one could see that the 
peewits were not able to overtake it, 
though they followed to some distance. 
The same thing happened with the crow. 
The latter chased the hawk, but was at 
last outflown in a sheer, straight flight.-*

lean Than n Young Brute. 


The newborn child is even inferior to 


the lower animals of the same age ia in- 
telligence and helpfulness. A young ape, 
or, for that mutter, a young dog, is far 
better fitted for his immediate environ- 
ment than a week old infant. But while 
the latter struggles onward and upward 
through a helpless infancy and a weak 
youth to the perfect-man the former 
never progresses beyond the perfect 
brute. As Professor J. W. Powell says: 


"Every child is born destitute of things 


possessed in manhood which distinguish 
him from the lower animals. Of all in- 
dustries he is artless, of all institutions 
he is lawless, of all languages he is 
speechless, of all philosophies lie is opin- 
ionless, of all reasoning lie is thoughtless, 
but arts, institutions languages, opin- 
ions and mentations he acquires as the 
years go by from childhood to manhood. 


"In all those respects the newborn 


babe is hardly the peer of the newborn 
beast, but as the years pass ever and 
ever he exhibits his superiority in all of 
the great classes of activities until the 
distance by which he is separated from 
the brute is so great that his realm of ex- 
istence is another kingdom of nature." 


Science is one great, unending question. 


First, "Is this so?" then, "Why is it so?" 
are the words forever on the tongues of 
her votaries. And so we find Pjrofessor 
Alexander Chamberlain in his book, 
"The Child, a Study In the Evolution of 
Man," asking, "What is the meaning of 
the prolonged helolessucss of human in- 
fancy?" Ho finds his answer in the fol- 
lowing words of the late John Fiske, to 
whom he frankly gives fnll "credit for 
the scientific interpretation of the pro- 
longation of infancy:" 


"The prolonged helplessness of the off- 


spring must keep the parents together for 
longer aad lonspr periods in successive 
epochs, and when at last the association 
Is so long kept up that the older children 
are growing mature while the younger 
ones still need protection the family re- 
lations begin to become permanent. 


"The parents have lived so long in com- 


pany that to seek new companionships 
involves some disturbance of ingrained 
habits, and meanwhile the older sons are 
more likely to continue their original as- 
sociation than to establish associations 
with strangers since they have common 
objects to achieve and common enmities 
bequeathed and acquired with neighbor- 
ing families. 


"As the parent dies the headship of the 


family thus established devolves upon the 
oldest or bravest or most sagacious male 
remaining. Thus the little group grad- 
ually becomes a clan, the members of 
which nre united by ties considerably 
stronger than those which ally them to 
members of adjacent clans, with whom 
they may indeed combine to resist the 
aggressions of yet further outlying elrXs 
or of formidable boasts, but toward 
whom tlifir foelinKR are usually those of 
hostile rivalry."—New York Journal.

A CULINARY NOVELTY. 


Bow to JUke a Pisli Padding In Hor- 


vregian FnsMon. 


Norway is the fish country par excel- 


lence. A slender strip of rngged, moun- 
tainous land bordered by -a vast ocean, 
fish naturally play a prominent part in 
Scandinavian domestic and political econ- 
omy, and it is to be expected that the 
Scandinavian cook will excel in fish 
dishes. One of the most popular Norwe- 
gian dishes is called fish podding. Like 
the famous southern beataa biscuit, this 
dish presupposes cheap labor and plenty 
of it. However, the seeker after culina- 
ry novelties will .feel amply repaid for 
the trouble. Fresh haddcck is the first 
choice for this dish, but, failing that, the 
most perfect cod obtainable. Boil the 
fish until the skin and bocea can be easily 
removed. This must be done lightly with 
the fingers, taking care neither to cut nor 
to crush the fish. Put it into a wooden 
bowl and beat it with a pestle, beating 
always the one way. 


The beating should continue until a 


light paste is obtained, say half an hour; 
then for a medium sized pudding add 
gradually two well beaten eggs and half 
a pint of cream beaten in,' drop by drop, 
with the pestle. This means another half 
hour of beating. By this rime the cook 
should have a fluffy paste, which must be 
put in a pudding mold anil steamed for 
an hour. It should cut exactly like snow 
pudding when done and is usually eaten 
with drawn buttpr saucs or melted but- 
ter and parsley with a dash of paprika. 


Recipe No. 2 is much simpler and 


makes a delicious s5T"''ta>ch, for a light 
lunch or a late supper with a drop ot 
something to drink. Get a pot of ancho- 
vy paste, the imported kind, which comes 
in tiny white pots the sue of an egg. 
Into half a teacupful of mayonnaise 
dressing (made with tarragon vinegar) 
work two teaspoonfuls of the paste and 
three hard boiled egfis chopped fine. 
Spread this mixture on tWa slices of rye 
bread. 
Norwegian sandwiches eve usu- 


ally made with but ose slice o£ bread. 
An ordinary French drjq«uQg may be 
substituted for the mayonnaise if pre- 
ferred. 


Kecipe No. 3 is a v<ry good thing to 


try with a chafing dish- lieat a smoked 
fiunan haddie either in the oven or by 
steaming until skin and bones can be 
easily removed. Break the fish lightly 
into small bits. Into a spider or chafing 
dish put half a pint of cream or rich 
milk, and when it is very hot add a heap- 
ing tablespoonf ul of bfitter in which has 
been rubbed a tableapooaful of flour. 
Stir constantly until the sauce has thick- 
ened and then add the fish and let it cook 
lor two or three minutts longer. Of course 
a dash of paprika should be added for 
seasoning. The flour may bo omitted and 
the yolk of an egg ussd to thicken if a 
richer sauce is desired. 
The possibili- 


ties of smoked haddork are too little ap- 
preciated in this country. For a quick 
breakfast or for camp or picnic this dish 
is invaluable, as ten minutes in a doublo 
boiler is ail the cooking required and a 
bit of butter all the seasoning.—New 
York Sun. 


Hand Grenades Far Fire*. 


Hand grenades for putting out fires, 


which were common enough 15 or 20 
years ago, consisting of glass vessels fill- 
ed with solutions o£ various kinds sup- 
posed to have special fire extinguishing 
qualities, date back to a much earlier 
time than is commonly supposed. 


Probably the earliest form consisted of 


a wooden vessel or barrel containing a 
considerable quantity of water and hav- 
ing in its center a small iron or tia case 
full of gunpowder. From this case a 
tube was continued through the side or 
head of the barrel nnd was filled with a 
composition that readily ignited. When 
a room was on fire, one of these ma- 
chines was thrown into it, the powder 
exploding, which dispersed the water in 
the outer receptacle in every direction. 
• In 1723 Godfrey, an English chemist, 
copied this device and impregnated the 
water with an "aniph'ogistic" substance. 
He named his machines "water bombs," 
and the fire grenade? of recent years 
eeeni to have been patterned very closply 
after them. In the yoar 1734 the Swed- 
ish government offered a premium of 20,- 
000 crowns for the best invention for 
stopping the progress of fires, upon which 
a German chemist introduced an appara- 
tus of similar character. 


None of those early inventions, how- 


ever, seem to have had longer careers 
than their short lived successors of the 
present century.—Cassier's Magazine.

She generally stands ou the dock and aft- 
er handing her bag and parasol and gear 
to her maid yanks out her handkerchief 
and weeps. Then when the first misery 
of it's over she gets mod and begins to 
say things. She always declares that the 
ship has got under way at least two 
hours ahead of its advertised schedule 
time, and the more she talks the hotter 
she gets. When she at length suddenly 
remembers that most of her clothes and 
jewelry are on the ship, that's about 
rounding Governors island at that time, 
she gets hysterical, and when a woman 
gets hysterical on a steamship dock you 
can bet that there's plenty doing for all 
hands and the cook. 


"Funny thing about the woman lagger 


who's left and whose clothes are aboard 
the steamer that's gone off without her is 
that she wants to send abnn*" a dozen ca- 
ble dispatches right from the dock before 
the ship's got as far as the Battery about 
•what's to be done with her trunks when 
the steamer reaches the other side. There 
is no use trying to tell her that she's got 
plenty of time f«r that and that she 
would do better to think it over during 
the five or six days that it takes the 
steamer to cross. She seems to have the 
idea firmly fixed in her mind that the 
company's going to try to rob her of her 
gear and that the ship's due in Europe 
some time before lunch and if she doesn't 
do a lot of cabling before she quits the 
dock she's due to lose her wardrobe and 
gewgaws.

• 
-\SPHE COOKING" OF FISH, 
( 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


Somebody has said that the proper 


cooking of meats is a trade while the 
proper cooking of fish is an art. 
I 


would not go so far as that, but I do 
believe that more fish is served im- 
properly cooked than thtre is meat that 
suffers from un improper treatment. In 
the first place people, many of them, 
forget that there is a decided difference 
in fish itself; that dark meated fish 
should not, ordinarily 
speaking, 
be 


treated like light colored fish. The dark 
fish is almost always oily and has other 
characteristics not lyiown to the light. 
The former may be baked, broiled and 
In some, cases boiled, but yon should not 
fry it or make it into a chowder as you 
would the latter. Just contpmplate a 
chowder made of blue fish and you will 
see the point at once. 


As tnuch of the fish eaten is panned, 


that is, fried, let me say a word in ref- 
erence to that way of cooking it. 
Set 


down this maxim at the very start, that 
you either must use in frying fish a 
great amount of lard, olive oil, or salt 
pork fat, nr you should use but little of 
either. 
There is no medium course. 


Either have i"at enough so the fish will 
float and cook like a doughnut or use 
only enough to grease the pan and keep 
the fish from sticking. 
In the former 


case the fat must always be smoking 
hot, in the latter this is not essential. 


In seasoning fried fish you may use 


black pepper liberally. 
If the fish be 


well covered before cooking begins, it 
will not as a rule cause the cooked prod- 
uct to be too peppery, but does give o 
desirable touch or flavor. I seldom salt 
fish until after it is takea up and never 
until nearly cooked, unless it is rolled in 
batter, which, of course, should be sea- 
soned properly before cooking is beg_un. 


Another thing ia regard to frying fish. 


Use common sense in the treatment of 
the fish before it goes into the pan. If 
the fish is large, cut it into steaks or 
split it so it can cook through. It is 
Impossible to properly cook a piece of 
fish that i* too thick. Fish to be good 
must be well done, and you can't fry 
the centre of a thick slice to that desir- 
able condition. 


A little lemon juice makes a fine addi- 


tion to most fried fish, especially where 
a batter or heavy coating of crumbs is 
used. The best course is to serve with 
the fish a piece of lemon and let the 
guest use it as suits his taste. 


EGG TIMBALES3 WITH BEE AD 


SAUCE. 


Beat six eggs until a spoonful can be 


taken up, add a scant teaspoonful of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of pepper, 
twenty drops of onion juice aud a cup 
ond a half of milk. Strain into buttered 
timbale moulds and bake standing in a 
pan of hot water for twenty minutes or 
until the mixture is firm to the touch. 
Turn on to a hot platter, pour about 
them a bread sauce and sprinkle both 
timbales and sauce with half a cup of 
fine crumbs browned in butter. For the 
sauce cook a slice of onion with a ckwe 
or two, and half a cup of fine crumbs 
from the centre of a bread loaf in a "pint 
of milk set over hot water. This will 
take an hour. Remove the onion and 
cloves, add two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and a scant half teaspoonful of salt. 


TOMATO CATSUP. 


Take one peck of tomatoes, cut out 


the stem snd, and put in a porcelain- 
lined kettle. 
One tablespoonful each 


salt, ground black pepper, powdered 
cloves, and celery seed, one teaspoonful 
cayenne, and half pound ground mus- 
tard. Boil the tomatoes until very soft, 
then rub through a colander first and a 
sieve after. Put ou the stove with other 
Ingredients (celery seed tied in a muslin 
bag) 
and boil six hours. Stir occasion- 


ally until last hour, then almost con- 
stantly. Poar in a stone jar, and let 
stand until perfectly cold, then add one 
pint of strong vinegar. Remove the cel- 
ery seed, then bottle, cork and seal. 
Keep in a dark place. 


MILAKAISB RICE. 


Put two tablespoonfuls of butter_into 


a stewpan, and when hot, cook in it 
without browning, a slice of onion,_ 
chopped, half a cup of rice, thoroughly 
washed, and about a quart of white 
stock or hot water. Cook until the rice 
Is tender and the liquid absorbed, then 
add two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese 
and salt, if needed. Stir gently with a 
fork, turn into a serving dish and 
sprinkle the top with a little more of 
the grated cheese. Serve as a vege- 
table or as a luncheon dish, with or 
without a brown sauce. 


STEWED POTATOES. 


Put into a stewpan three raw pota- 


toes of medium size, cut into small 
pieces. Add two tablespoonf ills of but- 
ter, a small onion, peeled and chopped, 
half a traspponful of common salt and 
celery salt -".nd half a cup of water. 
Simmer until the potatoes are tender, 
then add half a cupful of milk into 
which two tablosponnfuls of flour have 
been stirred. Continue stirring until 
the mixture boils, then simmer a few 
minutes, awl just before serving add a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. 


GERMAN CRISPS. 


Beat one cup of butter to a cream, 


add gradually two cups of sugar and the 
beaten yolks of three eggs with the 
grated rin-1 and juice of a lemon, fold in 
the whites of the eggs beaten until dry 
and add flour to make a stiff dough. 
Koll out into a thin shout and exit into 
shapes, brush the top with beaten white 
of egg and sprinUe with coarse granu- 
lated ?«Rnr, rrindied fniit and chopped 
nuts. Bnke in a slow oven to a delicate 
straw color. 


(lOTTLARH. 


Cut two pounds of flank or round of 


beef into cubes an inch and a half in 
size. Ileat three tablespoonfuls of drip- 
ninRS and in it saute half nn onion and 
a small <-arrot, eut fine. When slightly 
browned add the meat and brown that, 
then put in a cup of hot water or stock. 
Cover tightly nml let stew on the back 
of the stove until nearly tender. Par- 
boil potatoes, cut in balls, tor five min- 
utes, add them to the meat with one 
teaspoonful of paprika, half a cup of 


FEATHER CRUST. 


Two cups of flour, two teaspoonfttfi 


of baking powder, holf a teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of butter, on» 
•egg, three-quarters of a cup of milk, 
four tart apples. Place the fiour in the 
sieve and add the bakiag powder, sift 
into a mixing bowl and rub in the but- 
ter. Add the salt to the egg and beat 
to a thick creum with a beater in a 
small bowl with straight sides. To the 
flour add the apples sliced thin, then the 
ogg and milk. Place in buttered cups. 
The half-pound baking powder can will 
answer this purpose nicely. Put on the 
covers and steam one hour and a quar- 
ter. Serve with a liquid or a hard sauce. 
Almost any fruit can be substituted for 
the apples in this receipt. ' The same 
batter makes the best of crusts fOI 
meat pies and fruit pudding. 


CHICKEN A LA BECHAMEL. 


Cook two tablespoonfuls of flocr in 


two of melted butter with one-fourth, 
teaspoonfu) of salt and a dash of white 
pepper. Add half a cup each 
ol 


chicken stock and cream, and whea it 
begins to boil remove from the fire and 
etir in two well-beaten eggs and ona 
pint of chopped chicken. Turn the mix- 
ture into little buttered baking dishes, 
place them in a pan of hot water in tha 
oven and cook for twenty minntes. 
Serve in the dishes in which they wero 
cooked, but place them oa plates witU 
pretty doilies. 


PICKLED PEACHES. 


Pour boilins water over peaches, and 


remove the skins. Put in a large stone 
jar. Make a syrup with proportions of 
one quart of best cider vinegar to three 
pints of sugar, boil and skim, and pour 
over the fruit boiling hot, three succes- 
sive mornings. Then drain off the syrup, 
put a layer of fruit in a jar three inches 
deep, sprinkle with bits of whole cinna- 
mon and whole cloves, then another 
layer of fruit and spice and so on, until 
fruit is used. 
Boil the syrup with a 


handful each of cinnamon and cloves 
until it is like molasses, and pour boil- 
ing hot over the fruit. Have enough 
syrup to cover well. Coyer closely. 


GOLDEN SPICE CAKE. 


Cream half a cup of butter with one 


cup of brown sugar and add the yolks of 
four eggs and one whole egg beaten to- 
gether. Stir in half a cup each of milk- 
and molasses, two and one-half cups of 
sifted flour in which half a teaspoonfuli 
of soda has been mixed, half a teaspoon- 
fnl of clove, .one teaspoonful'of dnnd-J 
roon, one-fourth of a grated nutmeg, a 
few grains of cayenne and a little grated!

GIGANTIC LABOR UNION. 


JGreat Harmony Scheme Said to 


Be Planned by J. P. Morgan. 


(frlOBKEBS SHABE WITH THE BIOE 


|ltlll*ii* of Dollar* of United State* 


Steel Stock Reported Set Aside Fo« 
Employees—Detail* Remain, to Be 
Settled, and World'* Greatest Co* 
eperatlTe Plan Seem* A»»nred. 
J. Pierpont Morgan has planned the 


greatest labor union of the age—a 
union of labor and labor's ally, capital, 
Says the New York Press, According 
*o his plan stock of the United States 
Bteel corporation, valued at several 
millions of dollars at par, has been set 
aside for the purchase at inside figures 
iby the 105,000 men employed by com- 
panies that make- np the great steel 
itrnst. Out of the ruins of the Amalga- 
mated association it is contemplated 
Jo form this copartnership between the 
ehareholders and the employees of the 
(United States Steel corporation. 
1 The plan was conceived before the 


, steel strike was thought of, and then 
' It was expected that it might be put in 


Operation in two years. It required 
Wme to formulate the details of sach a 
tremendous undertaking. For this rea- 
Bon announcement was withheld. 


At a recent conference, however, be- 


tween the executive board of the Amal- 
gamated 
association 
and 
Charles 


Bcbwab, the president of the United 
States Steel corporation, it came out 
that Schwab, under the direction of 
Morgan, bad formulated a profit shar- 
ing scheme whereby it was proposed to 
make every employee of the steel cor- 


i poration a copartner in the business. 


Details of the scheme are unobtain- 


able now for the good reason that the 
plan has been agreed to, only in a gen- 
eral way, while the details require 
much time to settle. For the same rea- 
son officers of the United States Steel 
corporation refused the other day to 
BIscuss the proposition for publication, 
bat while quotations marks are lacking 
the facts are not. 


It may be said by the above men- 


tioned paper that a plan of co-opera- 
tlon has been laid out. A union of 
capital and labor is at hand. Nor does 
the scheme have the taint of charity. 
Stock will not be given away. It will 
be sold. But the selling price will be 
the same to labor as that paid by per- 
sons who direct the corporation's com- 
mercial and financial management. 


In other words, the men who run the 


eteel mills will be placed on the same 
Investment level as those who do the 
business. The commercial and the 
operating men of the corporation will 
become partners on an eqnal basis. 
Schwab and tfie roller will be holders 
of shares that cost the same, and Mor- 
jran will become a partner with the 
mill superintendent. 


The plan contemplated by the United 


'States Steel corporation is nothing 
'more than a higher development of the 
scheme that has prevailed in the Car- 
negie plants since 1392. And It was 
Just sncb a plan that first made possi- 
ble such plants as Homestead and 
paved the way for men like Schwab, 
After studying the success attained by 
Carnegie, Morgan and his associates in 
the management of the United States 
Bteel corporation determined that it 
would be wise to extend the scheme— 
Just as they determined that It would 
be profitable to form Into one big cor- 
poration a majority of the steel plants 
of the country. 


Profit through harmony between 


capital and labor waa the scheme. It 
.wag the whole basis of the craze to 
consolidate, to "harmonize," to unite, 
that greater profits to shareholders and 
'workers alike might accrue. It waa 
on tbU theory that the United States 
Steel corporation, was founded. With 
tbla Idea of-'co-operation In view the 
.United States Bteel corporation re- 
teerved a large amount of capital stock 
tor subscription by the employees. The 
capital of the corporation waa made 
•nfflciently large to acquire the plants 
tt minor concerns, to obtain sufficient 
working capital, and to have romaln- 


shares, valued «t several millions 


of dollars. ' i sale to the men in the 
operating departments of the mills. 


It first was accessary to obtain the 


capital before the greater scheme could 
be carried out 
This was done, but, 


according to the estimates of financial 
men, 
there still remains in the steel 


trust's treasury securities worth at par 
$100,000,000. 
No announcement has 


been made as to what disposition 
would be made of this tremendous ex- 
tra issue of securities, but it has been 
announced that only a few small prop- 
erties would be bought—Just enough to 
round out the productive capacity of 
the different plants. The presumption, 
based on excellent information, is that 
stock worth at par several millions of 
dollars will be offered to the Steel cor- 
poration's employees. 


The scheme is novel only In its mag- 


nitude and farreachlng effect. • The 
same plan was followed by J. J. Hill, 
the president of the Great Northern 
and an intimate associate of Mr. Mor- 
gan in several railroad properties. The 
Great Northern company set aside 
shares worth at par §1,000,000 for its 
employees. These shares were sold to 
the men at par, or $100 a share, al- 
though each share had a value In the 
open market at the time of $150. 


Other railroads and several down 


town banks, including the National 
City bahk, have adopted the pension 
plan. That plan contemplates the pay- 
ment of a salary somewhat higher than 
the average and then taking part of 
this salary to put in a fund from which 
a pension is paid after 
retirement 


through age limit.

Ancient Ship Timber. 


'An English paper says: "Noah's ark 


Is generally supposed to be the earliest 
ship of which we have record; bnt, says 
Engineering, there exist paintings of 
Egyptian vessels immensely older than 
the date of 2840 B. C., usually assigned 
to the ark, being, indeed, probably 70 
and 80 centuries old. 


"Moreover, there" are now in existpnee 


in Egypt boats which were built about 
the period the ark was constructed. They 
are, however, small craft, about 35 feet 
long, 7 or 8 feet wide and 2& to 3 feat 
deep. They were discovered years ago 
by the eminent French Egyptologist, M. 
J. de Morgan, in brick" vaults near Cairo 
and were probably funeral boats. They 
are constructed of three inch acacia anc* 
sycamore planks, dovetailed together and 
fastened with trenails. They have floors, 
but no ribs, and, thongh nearly 5,000 
years old, they held rigidly together after 
their supports had been removed. 


"These may be considered side by side 


with the better known but much morv 
modern viking ship which is now to he 
seen in a shed at Christiania. This crnft 
•was discovered in 1880 and in a funeral 
mound, so that we owe both these exist- 
ing examples of extremely ancient ships 
to funeral customs of countries so dis- 
similar as Egypt and Norway."

4. Mr. Kearn was ab!e to be sreseni 
at the burial, but on ADI51 18 'he sud- 
denly became worse, an-j since that 
time has been violently ill. 


Heart disease brought on complica- 


tions, and BMght's disease was the 
final cause "of death. 
For 
the 
1 


weeks of his life his ir.Ir.d had been 
clouded by an affection of the brain. 


Mr. Kearn was born at Bridgeport, 


Conn., January 6,1533, and was the son 
of Mr and Mrs, Henry Kearn, who 
came to this counttry from England. 
He was educated at different places 
where he lived when a boy, receiving 
his schooling principally at Mayfteld 
111., and Hinsdale, this county. At an 
early age he went to work in the fin- 
ishing department of a woolen mill at 
Middlefield, and later he took a posi- 
tion in the Stearnfc mill at West Pitts- 
field. He was working there when the 
Civil War broke out, and in 1862 he en- 
listed 
in 
Cc. A, 49th Massachusetts, 


regiment, which was composed entire- 
ly of Berkshire men. With this regi- 
ment he was at the siege of Port Hud- 
son. It was a nine months regiment 
and he was discharged September 1 
1863. Inl August, 1S64, he re-inllsted 
going out this time as a member of 
Co. A, 61st Masachusetts volunteers, 
He went out as an orderly and re- 
turned as a second lieutenant. Am'ong 
the engagements in which he took par 
with this regiment were those of Gal 
loupe's Island, City Point and Peters 
burg. 
He was wounded inl front t>f 


Petersburg in April, 1865, and was dis- 
charged in June of the same year. 


After returning from the army Mr. 


Kearn resumed 
his position in the 


Stearns mill at West Pittsfield.but left 
in a short time and went to Blackwood 
town, N. J., where he remained till the 
fall of 1SG7, when he came to this city 
and took a position* -\\ith the 
North 


Adams Manufacturing company as 
overseer. He remained with this com- 
pany for 12 x'Cars-, and then became a 
buyer and salesman for a woo! firm in 
Boston. Returning- to this city in 1S82, 
he identified himself with the Black- 
intonl Woolen company, with which he 
was connected till a few years ago. He 
was a stockholder and director of the 
company till 1893. The company was 
reorganized that year anU the name 
was changed to the Blackinton com- 
pany, of which Mr. Kearn became a 
member. While connected with that 
concern he did much of its wool huy- 
inlg, making frequent trips to the west 
for this purpose, and was recognized 
as one of the most expert wool buyers 
in the region. He retired 
from the 


company a few years ago ,and had 
since been engaged in the wool busi- 
ness to some extent on his own ac- 
count, having his headquarters in this 
city. 


Mr. Kearn •was a man'of" public spir- 


it and took a live interest in the affairs 
of the town, county and state. He was 
elected as selectman in 1893 and served 
for two or three years. He served in 
the legislature in 1886, 1SS7, 1S8S and 
1S!»6, 
his 
personlal popularity being 


shown by the fact that he was elect- 
ed representative on both the demo- 
cratic and republican tickets. He was 
formerly a democrat, but for some 
years past had affiliated with the re- 
publican party. He was one of tha 
incorporators of the 
Berkshire Co- ! 


operative bank C'f this- city and took [ 
an active part in its management. 
He has been for many years a member 
of the Hoosac Valley Agricultural so- 
ciety, and was its secretary at the 
time of his death. He was a member, 
and the third commanUer of C. D. San 
ford post, G. A. R., and was always 
keenly alive to the interests of the or- 
ganization. He worked hard a few 
years ago to secure the charter under 
which the post, the Woman's Relief 
Corps and the Sons of Veterans were 
incorporated under the name of the 
Grand Army Benevolent association 
arid served on the building committee 
when the memorial building on Hoi- 
den street was erected. 
Mr. Kearn 


was a member of the Baptist church 
and of Greylock lodge, F. and A. M. 


Mr. Kearn was 
married when 19 


years old to Jane McK'-T.drick, 
and 


six sons were born, of whom five art< 
living, Robert, Wallace tiinl Warren of 
this city, George of S.in

His first wife died, and in

Personally Mr. Kearn was an excep- 


tionally social, grnial

man. and he was well liked by ail who 
know him. He was straightforward in 
his biiPirisss transactions and strictly 
honorable in all his relations to others. 
He was a man of cheerful disposition 
and always had a warm and hearty 
greeting for all. Mr. Kesirn. was a 
very earnest man, and when he ap- 
plied himself to any matter, whether 
of a private or public nature, he work- 
ed with a will, as all who have be^n 
associated with him in

BORDER TOWN SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Peculiar Problems and Interesting 


Figures From Secretary Conant 


Field Secretary H. S. Conant of the 


Massachusetts Sunday school associa- 
tion, who as reported In yesterday's 
Transcript is making a tour or the 
"border towns" of the state, and who 
speaks in Williamstown this evening, 
says of his trip that it is to bring the 
association and the teachers and work 
ers who rarely can get to a Sunday 
school convention into closer touch 
with each other. 


The prubjem of the- border |towr. 


Sunday school is a serious one for 
many reasons. The nearness to the 
statu 1'ne results in a diversity of so- 
cial interests which work harm to the 
Sunday school, and the decreasing pop 
ulution of these towns is a feature 
which affects the schools. 
Mr. Co- 


nant hus visited or is to visit 39 of 
these towns on the Connecticut, New 
York and Vermont borders. Of these 
39, 23 show a decrease in population in 
the last 10 years. In them there are 
100 Sunday schools, mostly smal' ones 
and many not attached to any church. 
There are 1147 teachers and 7525 pupils 
he following figures for the border 
towns of Berkshire county give an 
idea of the lack of association with 
other religious workers with which 
Sunday school teachers in them are 
handicappd:: 


Sandisfield, three Sunday schools, 20 


teachers and 60 pupils; New Marl- 
boro, 5 schools, 45 teachers, 219 pupils; 
Sheffield, 4 schools, 36 teachers, 190 
pupils; Mt. Washington, no schools; 
Bgremont, 4 schools, 28 teachers, 117 
pupils; AJford, 1 school, 7 teaobers, 25 
pupils; West Stockbridge, 4 schools, 
36 teachers, 139 pupils; Richmond, 1 
school, 14 teachers, 116 pupils; Han- 
cock, 1 school, 11 teachers, 34 pupils; 
New Ashford ,no schools; Williams- 
town, 5 schools, S7 teachers, 779 pupils; 
Clarksburg, 1 school, 7 teachers, 65 
pupi's; Florida, no schools; Monroe, 2 
schools, 10 teachers, 55 pupils. 


Mr Conant, who is well known in 


this city from his frequent visits here, 
will visit Williamstown this evening, 
Clarksburg tomorrow, Florida Wednes 
day, 
Monroe and Rowe Thursday, and 


will then go on towards the east. 


Clarksburg has; only three per cent 


of its population enrolled in Sunday 


I school, the smallest of any of the bor- 
der towns where there are schools. 
Williamstown has 16 per cent, 
and 


Monroe 21 per cent. 


Local Fresh Air Work

a few days ago to the fact that while 
Pittsfield and other 
places in the 


county do a good deal of "fresh air" 
work for "the children in the large 
cities, nothing of the kind was done 
here. 
A friend 
of 
the 
Transcript 


writes in connection with this to call 
attention to something along that line 
that ihe W. C. T. IT. of the city is 
doing. She writes: 


"I should like the public to know 


through the Transcript that Pittsfield 
is not doing all the work among the 
fre&h air children and that the W. C. 
T. U. of North Adams is doing some- 
thing in that line. I do not suppose it 
makes any difference if the children 
come from New York or North Adams. 
There are children right in our own 
city that are being cared for by the 
members of the W. C. T. tl. at the 
homes of members; children who need 
proper food and the comfortg of life 
as much as though they came from 
some larger cities. The North Adams 
W. C. T. U. although working in a 
quiet way, accomplishes a great deal 
of good in that as in other lines of 
work. 
All the funds the union has 


for this work come from the' dues of 
the honorary members."
